departments accredited by nationally recognized agencies; and 
institutions or programs having preaccredited status with agencies 
recognized by the U.S. Commissioner of Education for the purpose of 
establishing satisfactory assurance of accreditation, its purpose is 
to provide information to officers of p>stsecondary educational 
institutions and guidance counselors and students at the secondary 
and postsecondary level.

The Role of Voluntary Accreditation 
in the United States 



On.; of the distinctive features of American education is that the development and 
maintenance of educational standards are the responsibilities of non-governmental, 
voluntary accrediting associations. The U.S. Office of Education recognizes this invalu- 
able contribution which the voluntary accrediting associations have made to the develop- 
ment of educational quality in the Nation. 

It is the policy of the Office of Education generally to support and encourage recog- 
nized voluntary accrediting associations in their respective activities, and to endorse their 

role as the primary agents in the development and maintenance of educational standards 
in the United Slates. 
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Foreword 



Thin is the first annual publication of u list of postsecondary institutions and programs 
which are accredited or preaccredited by the regional and specialized agencies recognized 
by the U. S. Commissioner of Education. It replaces the quadrennial Accredited Higher 
Institutions, a compilation of higher education institutions accredited by nationally 
recognized accrediting agencies and by State agencies responsible for approving institu* 
tions of higher education within the various States. 

The new publication differs from the earlier one in several respects. The coverage is 
broader, including accredited postsecondary specialized and vocational institutions as well 
as institutions of higher education. Also included are institutions that have attained a 
preaccredited status from those nationally recognized accrediting agencies with approved 
procedures for assigning such status. The publication does not include lists of institutions 
that are approved, recognized, classified, or licensed by State agencies authorized to 
perform these functions. It will be revised annually to record the changes that occur 
among accrediting agencies and the institutions and programs accredited or in a preac- 
credited status. 

Accredited Postsecondary Institutions and Programs will provide information to offi- 
cers of postsecondary educational institutions and guidance counselors and students at 
the secondary and postsecondary level. Also it may be of interest to Federal and State 
agencies, as well as to non-governmental agencies and persons in the United States and 
abroad who are interested in education. 

The Office of Education is grateful to the officers of the regional and specialized 
accrediting agencies who supplied the information contained in this bulletin.

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INTRODUCTION 



Unlikr most oilier countries of the world, llir United 
Staten has no ministry of education or other centralized 
authority which exercises national control over educa- 
tional institutions. The Staten annume varying degreen of 
control but permit inntitutionn of higher education to 
operate with considerable autonomy. Ana consequence, 
institutions vary widely in the character and quality of 
their programs. In thin country, private educational 
associations of regional or national scope have estab- 
lished criteria and procedures to evaluate institutions or 
programs to determine whether or not they are opera- 
ting at basic levels of quality. Thin voluntary, non* 
governmental, peer evaluation in education in known as 
accreditation. 

The best available method of ascertaining the general 
standing or quality of a post secondary educational insti- 
tution in the United Slates is to examine its accredited 
status. In general, there are two kinds of acereditation, 
institutional and specialized. Institutional accreditation 
at the higher education level is a function of the six 
regional accrediting associations which together cover 
the United States, the Canal Zone, Guam, Puerto Rico, 
and the Virgin Islands. Institutional accreditation applies 
to the total educational institution and, for the most 
part, includes only those institutions offering a core of 
liberal arts and/or general education. This kind of ac- 
creditation signifies that the institution as a whole is 
achieving its objectives satisfactorily. While the accredit* 
ing procedures of the several regional associations differ 
somewhat in detail, their rules of eligibility, basic 
policies, and standards are similar. 

Specialized accreditation is conducted by a number 
of national organizations, each representing a profes- 
sional, technical, occupational, or specialized area such 
as architecture, cosmetology, home study education, 
pharmacy, or social work. Specialized accreditation, 
which applies to professional and vocational schools or 
programs, is aimed at protecting the public against 



educational iiiroin|H a lence. Unlike the regional associa- 
tions, the specialized acc rediting associations demon- 
strate variations among their criteria for accreditation, 
definitions of eligibility, and operating procedures. 

In view of the differing emphases of the two kinds of 
agencies, accreditation of an institution as a whole 
should not be interpreted as being equivalent to special- 
ized acereditation of earh of I he* several parts or pro- 
grams of an institution. Institutional aecreditation does 
not validate a specialized program in the same manner 
and to the same extent as does specialized accreditation. 

The accrediting procedure for both institutional and 
specialized agencies usually follows a pattern of five 
basic steps: 

1. The accrediting agency, in collaboration with educa- 
tional institutions, establishes standards. 

2. The institution or program seeking ac ereditation pre- 
pares a self-evaluation study that measures its perform- 
ance against the standards established by the accrediting 
agency . 

3. A train selected by the accrediting agency visits the 
institution or program to determine firsthand if the 
applicant meets the established standards. 

4. On the basis of evidence that the applicant meets its 
standards, the accrediting agency lists the institution or 
program in an official publication with other similarly 
accredited institutions or programs. 

3. The accrediting agency periodically reevaluates the 
institutions or programs that it lists to ascertain that 
continuation of the accredited status is warranted. 

While aecreditation indieate* that an institution meets 
certain established qualifications and educational stand- 
ards, accreditation does not mean that a school is equally 
com|>ctcnt in every respect, nor do a s it imply automatic 
acceptance of an institution's graduates or course of 
study. Acceptance of students or graduates is always the 
prerogative of the receiving institution or employing 
organization, which sets its own admission or employ- 
ment standards. 
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Nationally Recognized Accrediting Agencies and Associations 



Th IJ. S. Commissioner of Education i * required, 
under the provision* of Public Law 82*550 and subse- 
quent legislation, to publish n list of nationally rrrog- 
filled accrediting agencies and associations which he 
determines to be reliable authority as to the quality of 
education or training offered by educational institutions 
or programs. The following criteria for determining 
nationally recognized accrediting agencies and associa- 
(ions were evolved and published in the January 16. 
1969, Federal Register , replacing the original statement 
published in 1952* 

Criteria 

The agency or association: 

1. Is regional or national in the scope of its opera- 
tions (Regional aa used here means several States); 

2. Serves a definite need for accreditation in the field 
in which it operatea; 

3. Performs no function that would be inconsistent 
with the formation of an independent judgment of 
the quality of an educational program or institu- 
tion; 

4. Makes publicly available (a) ament information 
concerning its criteria or standards for accredita- 
tion, (b) reports of its operations, (c) lists of inrti- 
tutions or educational programs which it has ac- 
credited; 

5. Encourages and gives staff guidance for institu- 
tional or program self-study prior to accreditation; 

6. Secures sufficient and pertinent data concerning 
the qualitative aspects of an institution or educa- 
tional program, and accredits only those institu- 
tions or programs which after onsite examinations 
are found to meet the published criteria for 
accreditation; 

7. Haa an adequate organisation and effective proce- 
dures to maintain ita operations on a professional 
basia. Among the factors to be considered in this 
connection are that the agency or association: 

(a) Clearly sets forth the scope of its accrediting 
activities, both aa to geographical area and 
nature and type of institution or program 
fields covered; 

(b) Haa financial resources, aa shown by its 
audited financial statements, necessary to 
maintain accrediting operation: in accordance 
with published policies and procedures; 

(c) Haa clear, written definitions of and proce- 
dures for (1) the accrediting of institutions or 



program*. (2) placing them on a probalionarv 
statu*. (3) revoking accredited Hiatus, and ( I) 
reinstating the accredited *talu* of an institu- 
tion or program; 

(d) Chargr* only reasonable fee*: 

(e) l)#es experienced and qualified examiner* to 
visit institutions, to examine educational objec- 
tives. to inspect courses, program*, ad mini* tru* 
tivc practice*, service*, and facilities, and to 
prepare written report* and recommendation* 
for evaluation by the agency or association 
and cause# such examination to be conducted 
under condition* that assure an impartial and 
objective judgment: 

(f) Evaluates an institution or program only w»th 
the specific authorization of the rhief rxiru* 
tivc officer of the institution; 

(g) Provide* for adequate consultation during the 
visit between the t am of visitor* and the 
faculty, administrative *uff, and students; 

(h) A# a result of the accreditation visit, furnishes 
a written report to the chief executive offic e r 
of the institution with comments on the insti- 
tution *s areas of strength, on the areas needing 
improvement, and on suggested means of im- 
provement; 

(i) Provides the chief executive officer with an 
opportunity to comment upon the factual ele- 
ment* of the report of the visiting team before 
the agency or association takes action on it; 

(j) Evaluates the report of the team in the pres- 
ence of a member of the team, preferably the 
chairman; 

(k) Provides a regular means whereby the institu- 
tion may appeal to the final authority in the 
agency or association; 

(l) Reevaluates at reasonable intervals its ac- 
credited institution*, and educational pro- 
grams; 

8. If an agency has developed a preaccreditation 
status, it shall have adequate procedures and re- 
quirements for the award of such status, compar- 
able to those employed for the award of ac- 
credited status; 

9. Reviews at regular intervals the criteria by which 
it evaluates institutions or educational programs, 
in order that the criteria shall both support con- 
structive analysis and emphasize factors of critical 
importance; 

10. lias demonstrated not less than 2 years* experi- 
ence as an accrediting agency; 
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1 1 , Han gained acceptance of 1(0 criteria, m ihods of 
evaluation, and decisions, by educational inntitu* 
tions, practitioners, licensing oodics and em- 
ployers throughout the United States; 

12. Has demonstrated its capability and willingness to 
enforce ethical practices among the institutions 
and educational programs accredited by it. 

In view of the criteria set forth above, it is unlikely 
that more than one association or agency will qualify for 
recognition (a) in a defined geographical area of jurisdic- 
tion or (b) in a defined field of program specialisation 
within postsecondary or collegiate education. 

The Commissioners list of nationally recognised 
accrediting agencies and associations includes the com- 
missions on institutions of higher education of six 



regional associations and 34 specialized agencies having 
responsibility for accrediting postsecondary institu- 
tions. The nationally recognized accrediting agencies and 
associations have no legal control over institutions of 
higher education. They merely promulgate standards of 
quality or criteria of institutional excellence and approve 
or admit to membership the institutions that meet those 
standards or criteria. The only power the accrediting 
agencies have is that of giving publicity to the list of 
institutions they have accredited. A list of accrediting 
agencies and associations recognized by the U.S. Com- 
miasioner of Education as of January 15, 1970, is in- 
cluded in this publication in Appendix A. Institutions 
accredited or preaccredited by these agencies may be 
eligible for participation in certain programs of Federal 
aid to education. 



The Advisory Committee on Accreditation 
and Institutional Eligibility 



This committee, comprised of 12 educators, assists 
the Commissioner of Education in fulfil! ng hia obligs 
tiona for eligibility determination under several laws, and 
advises him on broad policy matters and specific issues 
relating to accreditation and institutional eligibility for 
Federal funding. Specifically, the con mi t tee functions 
to consider all current and future pot. / relating to the 



responsibility of the Commissioner for the recognition 
and designation of accrediting agencies and associations, 
and to advise him concemir. 0 the relations of the Office 
of Education with accrediting agencies and associations, 
or other approval bodies which the Commissioner may 
request.

Institutions Accredited by the Commissions on Higher Education 
of the Nationally Recognized Regional Associations 



Following the listing of each institution by State, 
dates of initial accreditation and of latest renewal or 
reaffirmation of accreditation are given. Where the Crst 
date is enclosed in parentheses, it represents accredita- 
tion prior to that reported by the agency now respons- 
ible for accrediting in the area in which the institution is 
located. The Western Association of Schools and Col- 
leges, for example, assumed an accrediting function in 
1948 and included on its original list institutions already 
accredited by the Northwest Association of Secondary 
and Higher Schools and institutions which were either 
members of or approved by the Association of American 
Universities. The dates given do not reflect changes in 
the accredited status of an institution. The initial date of 
accrediting, whether as a 2*year or 4-year college, is 
reported. The information is current as of January 15, 
19?U. 

For the most part, the information for this lifting 
appears as provided by the regional associations, with 
only those editorial changes necet3?ry for consistency of 
format.
